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OLD MAN KILLS 4 
TO HIDE A CRIME 


Thomas Baldwin, Colfax, a 


Shoots Girl He Wronged, 
Her Mother, and Two. 
Witnesses. 


GUARDED AGAINST A MOB. |: 


Angry Farmers, Anxious to 
Lynch Him, Thwarted by 
Caution of Sheriff's 
Deputy. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ! 

Bloomington, III., Feb. 28.—[Special.}— 
Thomas Baldwin, 68 years old, a retired 
farmer of Colfax, shot and killed four per- 
sons this morning in the Insane delusion that 
thereby he might conceal evidence of his as- 
sault of a 14 year old girl, one of his victime. 

Baldwin is in jail here tonight, surrounded 
by a strong guard. Threats of lynching have 
been made by farmers and neighbors of the 
Victims, who assembled at Arrowsmith, near 
the scene of the crime.

KENWEDY, MRS. ELSIE, 26, wife of Frank 
Kennedy and also a witness against Baldwin. 
Kennedy and hie wife were the first two 

victims of the old man’s rage. He killed them 

after a desperate fight in their own home. 

Then he went to the Eiseman home, three- 


quarters of a mile away, and killed the girl 


and her mother while they pleaded for their 
lives. 

Baldwin, was arrested a few minutes efter 
killing Mra. Eiseman and Cora by men who 
had heard the shooting and were running to 
the scene of the tragedy. 

Tragedy Began Months Ago. 

The beginning of the tragedy dates back to 
last October. Baldwin is a widower and was 
then living with his daughter in Colfax. One 
Saturday he drove to the home of his sigter- 

in-law, Mrs, Eiseman, and invited his little 
miece Cora to — dar with his 
daughter. Let

day. While she was there she became a 


victim of her uncle. 

Cora, returned home and told her mother 
of the old man’s attack upon her. She also

Uses Money to Hush Scandal.

confronted with the gifl’s father, Simeon 
Eiseman. Baldwin at first denied ‘the girl's 


story, but later, after a conference with all 


parties interested, agreed to pay $525 to hush 
the matter up. ‘This agreement was drawn 
up Oct. 6, 1906: 

*“ Received of Thomas Baldwin the sum of 
$525, and in consideration of the same I 
hereby release said Thomas E. Baldwin 
from all damage suffered by me on account 
of a claimed assault committed by Thomas 


Baldwin upon my daughter, Cora Hiseman, } 


on or about Sept. 24, 1906. 
** SIMEON HiseMAN.”’ 


Indicted and Arrested. 

Everybody, including Baldwin, supposed 
that the affair had become a dead issue, but 
unfortunately for Baldwin, and as it later 
proved for his four victims, some one turned 
the story over to State’s Attorney Bach, and 
at the session of the grand jury this week he 
filed a complaint and thg jury returned a true 
bill of indictment against Baldwin. He was 
arrested, but releaged on $2,000 bonds. Bald- 
win was greatly excited over his arrest and 
vowed vengeance against all concerned. No 


+ attention was paid to his statements, how- 


ever, as it was thought to be simply the rav- 
ings of a querulous old man. Although al- 
ways a man of hot temper and dealt care- 
fully with by his neighbors, who feared to 
arouse him, hig threats alarmed no one. 

On Wednesday, however, he/ came to 
Bloomington and purchased two revolvers 
and a pocketful of cartridges. ven then no 
one dreamed that he would but his threats 
into execution, 


Starts on Murderous 3 

Baldwin left his residence in Colfax with 
his horses and buggy at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing. He had a bottle of strychnine and two 
bottles of Whisky in his pocket, rattling 
against the revolvers and the loose cartridges. 
He drove immediately to the home of Frank 
Kennedy. What took place there can be 
guessed only by the evidences of e fearful 
struggle and the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Ken- 
nedy. 

In fact, although Kennedy and his wife 
were killed first, no one knew it until after 
the bodies of Mrs. Eiseman and her daughter 
Cora had been found It was little 6 year old 
Ivan Kennedy, as it afterwards developed, 
who first told of the murder of his father and 


mother 


Fight at Kennedy Home. 

The crowd at once hurried to the Kennedy 
home, where the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. 
Kennedy were found, with every evidence of 
the furious struggle they had made for their 
lives. , 

The floor was covered with blood, the walls 
spattered and blood on the doorknobs, as 
though Baldwin had rushed from door to 
door after the murder. A rug was torn up 
as though Baldwin had tried to wipe his 
hands upon it. 

The telephone wires leading to the house 
had been cut. It is supposed that Mrs. Ken- 
nedy had tried to telephome an alarm to 
friends that Baldwin was in the house and 
making trouble, and that when the murderer 
heard her he took a hatchet and cut the 


Kehnedy had been shot four times and the 
woman twice. A rifle was lying on the floor, 
discharged. Several bullets were found in 
the walls and ceilings, showing that a good 
deal of wild shooting had been done. 

From the Kennedy farmhouse Baldwin 
drove directly to the Eiseman home, three- 
Ryidently he ex- 

pected to find the girl whom he had wronged 
at the Kennedy home, and, failing in this, 
continued his bloody quest to the end. Ne ad-

Cashier W. W. Chapman Resigns 
and Three Others Follow Suit. 


1 the Departures and Declares 
Institution Is Solvent. 


Some of the officers and employés of the 
Jennings All Night bank, Dearborn and 
Monroe streets, are resigning. The most im- 
portant of these departures is that of Will- 
lam Walter Chapman, the cashier. 

Next in order is Herbert E. Madison, treas- 
urer of the ingtitution since ite organization 
last summer. Mr. Chapman already has 
quit. | Mr. Madison will leave within, ten 
days, he sald last night, if the board will 
relieve him. 

H. R. Lundblad, chief clerk, and E 8. 
‘Hearne, general bookkeeper, also have sev- 
ered their connection with the bank“ 


Chapman on the Situation. 

Mr. Chapman, who was brought out from 
the east last summer to Organize the institu- 
tion and who was the most experi¢nced bank- 
er on the staff, refused for half an hour last 
evening to discuss his resignation, which he 
said had been tendered and accepted. 

Later he declared he had resigned against 
protest because he could stand it no long- 
er.“ 

„ was resting in Atlantic City last July 
when telegrams began to pour in on me, he 
said, asking me to come to the Jennings 
Real Estate and Loan company, andit was 
not until the fifth or sixth one requested me 
to come and look over the ground that I con- 
sented to come to Chicago. I reached here 
on Monday morning, was appointed cashier 
that day, on Tuesday the directors ratified 
the selection, and on Wednesday we opened 
the bank. 

From the first I insisted to Mr. Jennings 
that, because of the peculiar experimental na- 
ture of the institution, enough cash should be 
kept on hand to pay all deposits if a run should 
de started. For a time this was done, and at 
the time of the Milwaukee avenue case, when 
a scare was experienced, I had enough in 
the vaults to pay every last dollar if it haa 
been demanded.” 

Other Resignations Followed. -. 

Then Mr. Chapman entered into a discus- 
sion of the methods of the bank and finally 
said: 

I presented my resignation about the first 
of the month and this was followed by the 
resignation/of Treasurer Madison, Chief Clerk 
Lundblad, end General Bookkeeper Hearne. 

“At a meeting of the board of directors 
an attempt was made to persuade me to 
comtinue in office at least until March 1, 


to thie arrangement. I rejected a block of 
stock, aithough the certificate was made 


| out in my name.” 


President Jennings Talks, 

J. Elliott Jennings, W. L. Barnum Jr., and 
Charles W. Svénson, acting cashier, were 
in the bank offices at 10 p. m., when the fol- 
lowing statements vero made, mainly by 
Mr. Jennings. —

“ Chapman's salary was a high one and in 
December he was told that his services could 
be dispensed with shortly after the first of 
the year. From a talk with him I presumed 
that he would leave on Feb. 1. I was away 
at that time and when I returned, finding 
him still here, I again broached the subject 
and it was agreed that he should leave at 
the middle of the month. 

Returns; Finds Chapman Gone. 

“IT went to California, and when I returned 

yesterday I was told he had left. We had 


no disagreements worth speaking of, al- 
though he insisted upon making the bank an 


important feature of the business, although 


its proceeds will not aggregate 10 per cent 


of our profits. He left asa result of an agree- 
ment. 

Mr. Madison, who is a stockholder, is one 
of the most loyal officers of the bank, and 
neither has offered his resignation nor asked 
permission to leave. He has invented a 
change machine which he is anxious to ex- 
ploit, and has requested that he be given his 
afternoons for that purpose. 

“ As for Hearne, Mr. Svenson decided that 
he could shorten the staff, and gave out a 
tip that Hearne was to he dropped as his 
work necessitated only one and one-half 
hours each day. This reached Hearne and 
he resigned. Lundblad left for largely the 
same reason, although he claimed to his 
friends that he was overworked, 

Our bank is as much of a success as we 
expected it to be, and while it is not making 


profits it is paying expenses. We believe we 


are carrying large enough cash on hand to 
meet all ordinary demands, and with. a no- 
tice of twenty-four or forty-eight hours to 
meet a run of all depositors.’’ 


Resigns for Personal Reasons. 

Mr. Madison, seen at his home, 6056 Madi- 
son avenue, said he resigned fer personal 
reasons only. He offered his resignation at 
a meeting of the board of directors on Feb. 
15, but President Jennings, who is married 
to Mr. Madison's. niece, prevailed on him to 
remain awhile longer. Mr. Madison ex- 
plained that Mr. Jennings had stomach 
He said if the 
board would relieve him of his duties at the 
coming meeting, to be held within the next 
ten days at the call of the preisdent, he 
would step down and out. 

Continuing, Mr. Madison said: The con- 
cern was originally known as the Jennings 
Real Estate Loan company, but certain 
transactions made it necessary that Mr. 
Jennings should qualify as @ banker. He 
did, and then concluded he might as well 
reap some of the benefitsofabank. Me sim- 
ply added trust to the name of the firm and 
proceeded to do a regular banking business.

This City by Salvation Army.

Commissioner ‘Kilbey Expects to Ac- 
eomplish a Great Work.

Chicago is to have an anti-suicide bureau. 
It will be opened within a day or two by the 
Salvation army at the headquarters, 895 
South State street. 

The bureau will be for the purpose of as- 
sisting and advising any person contemplat- 


unemployed, and those financially distressed. 
- Commissioner George A. Kilbey, head of 
the Salvation army in this city, will have 
charge of the cases of themen. Mrs. Kilbey 
will look after the women applicants. Lach 
will be assisted by a large staff. 
In the part of State street just south of the 
great department stores the derelicts of hu- 
manity are found in the barrel houses and 
the 10 cent lodging houses. A little farther 
south are the habitués.of the levee. It is this 
| flotsam and jetsam of humanity that the 
suicide bureau hopes to reach. 
Will Follow Gen. Booth’s Plan. 

The bureau in Chicago Is entabiiahbod in 
pursuance of a general plan promulgated by 
Commander Miss Booth, who is at the head 
of the army in the United States. Bureaus 
are to be established in New York, Boston, 
Cincinnati, St. Louis, San Francisco, and 
every other large city where the army is in- 
trenched. The plan follows one which has 
been in operation in London under the direc- 
tion of Gen. Booth. An announcement is- 
sued last night says: 

“The Salvation army extends an invita- 
tion to all distressed persons who are tempt- 
ed to commit suicide to call at headquarters 
or if unable to do 80, write to either of the 
officers named. 

The plan in London, according to the local 
army officers, proved immediately success- 
ful, resulting fh the forming of bureaus in 
various other continental cities. In London, 
says the announcement, there were numer- 
ous requests “for advice from people who 
contemplated ending their own lives. With- 
in the first eleven days no fewer than 300 
applicants were personally interviewed

ARBITRATION IS SUGGESTED 
BY THE GENERAL MANAGERS. 


Renewed Efforts Will Be Made to Avert 
Strike on Railroads Running West 
from Chicago. 


A general tendency to regard with increas- 
ing seriousness the possibility of a strike in- 
volving trainmen and conductors on prac- 
tically every railroad west of Chicago 
marked the attitude of both labor leaders and 
railroad officials yesterday. 

Grand Master Morrissey of the trainmen 
ana Grand Chief Garretsom of the conductors 
are retaining their headquarters at the Sher- 
man house pending the result of the ballot- 
ing which is now going on in their respective 
organizations throughout the west. 

Ira G. Rawn, general manager of the IIII- 
nois Central and chairman of the committee 
of general managers, gave out an optimistic 
statement, which concluded with the signifi- 
cant sentence: 

“In the event of an unfavorable vote of 
the men as to its proposals, the managers’ 
committee has suggested that the entire 
question be submitted to arbitration.” 

When Grand Master Morrissey was in- 
formed of this he said: 
lt is a strike vote. 
now.” 

According to Mr. Rawn’s statement the 
final proposals of the railroad managers’ 
committee preceding the breaking off of ne- 
gotiations varied in the case of different

roads, but contemplated in general increasing : 


the pry of passenger conductors $10 a month, 
of baggagemen $6, and of brakemen and flag- 
men $5. Overtime was to be allowed on the 
basis of fifteen miles an hour at the rate of 
85 cents an hour for conductors and 20 cents 
an hour for other trainmen.

The strike, if called, will involve forty-two 
railroads operating between Chicago and the 
Pacific coast and having an aggregate mile- 
age of 120,000 miles.

Accused Men’s Friends Try in 
Vain to Quash Charge by : 
Paying Losses. 


READY TO TELL DETAILS. 


; 


Both Said to Be Willing to Bare 
Hamilton National Robbery 
to Escape Prison. 


Efforts made yesterday by friends and 
relatives of Charles H. Thornton and William 
W. Baker, charged with embezzlement of 
$9,400 from the Hamilton National bank, to 
have the charges against the men withdrawn 
by making good the shortage, proved un- 
availing. The officials of the bank an- 
nounced their determination of making 9 
example of the two young men. 

Both men are in the county jail, and when 
told of the failure of the attempt to secure 
their discharge they showed signe of col- 
lapse. Each, it is said, is ready to bare the 
details of the bank theft if by so int he 
can escape punishment. 

There is, however, little likelihood of the 
authorities accepting the offer, even if made, 
of either to turn “ state's evidence — um- 
cient proof being available to convict both, 
according to one of the officers of the bank. 

The proposition to compromise wae laid 
before the management of the surety com- 
pany on the bonds of the clerks, but was met 
with the statement that nothing of the kind 
would be entertained. 


Was Lover of Fine Feathers. 


With Thornton, generally credited with be- 
ing the arch plotter.“ it was simply a case 
of silk hats, silk hosiery, silk underwear, an 
unlimited appetite for ‘strong, and fancy 
drinks and good things to eat, and his desire 
to be regarded as a real sport outside of 
banking and home circles. The most sur- 
prising feature of his peculations is that he 
was able to play this Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde role so long without detection. It is 
known that his associates and companions 
frequently cautioned him against his ever 
ready display of money and his reckless 
squandering of it, but he only laughed or in- 
timated that he had an allowance. 

Thornton's weaknesses are practically the 
same as those generally accredited to vain 
girls. An inventory of his wardrobe shows 
the following: 

One dozen suits of silk underwear. 

Eight business suits. 

Two evening suits. 

Six silk hats. 

Six business hats. 

Fifty good shirts of various descriptions. 

Eighteen pairs of silk socks. 

Numberless silk handkerchiefs and an abundance 
of trinkets. 


Bank Officials Hoodwinked. 


At the bank he was regarded as a model” 
young man whose example could be safely 
followed. He was punctual and obliging 
in the extreme, and the bank officials thought 
him entirely free from bad habits. 

At the home of F. Agnew, 5408 Calumet 
avenue, where he roomed, he was held in the 
same high esteem, until about ten days ago, 
when his worried appearance indicated that 
everything was not altogether right. During 
this latter period Mrs. Agnew did not see 
him even once. But, fully realizing that he 
oon was to face the inevitable, he did. not 
have enough money at. “the time of his ar- 
rest to take him out of town. 

J. H. Cameron, vice president of the bank, 
says there was no reason for Thornton's 
actions, and he ascribed them to a mild form 
of insanity, or mental weakness, and when 
this was stated to Mrs. Agnew, who has 
known Thornton since he was a boy, she said 
it was kind and charitable, and fit the case. 


Deny Large Defalcations. 

Officials of the bank refute the statement 
that the money was taken recently in two 
or three lots, but make no attempt to explain 
how the stealings could go on for any ex- 
tended period without becoming known. One 
theory advanced is that the bank suspected 
something was wrong, but Thornton, by his 
exemplary habits about the institution, di- 
verted suspicion from himself. His ultimete 
arrest is said to have resulted from “ out- 
side information, and it is thought possible 
he instigated the disclosure to free his mind 
from further suffering. 

Since his confinement in jail Thornton 
has told stories numerous and varied of how 
he squandered the money, but Mr. Cameron 
and Mr. Agnew both believe he is withhold- 
ing the truth. They claim there is no partic- 
ular woman in the case, and that no large 
amount was spent on any one set of women. 

Thornton is the son of respected Canadian 
parents. His mother dieu when he was a lad. 
and he was brought up under the care of 
four sisters, all of whom still live in Canada. 
When he came to Chicago four years ago to 
take a position with the Hamilton bank 
these sisters used great caution in finding him 
a suitable home, and the residence of the 
Agnews finally was decided upon. For a 
long time Thornton kept indoors at night, 


** see the sights, and the habit grew upon 


Will Prosecute to Limit. 

Mr. Cameron said: We had every con- 
fidence in Thornton and cannot understand 
his conduct. His salary was $150 monthly. 
with no one to keep, but he suddenly became 
imbued with a notion to bea “sport.” We 
have reason to believe that besides squan- 
dering his money on clothes, theater parties, 
and high priced dinners, he lost a great deal 
at poker. Baker was in the thick of it pretty 
well. too. Both will be prosecuted to the 
limit. I do not believe in this thing of com- 
promising. I was connected with an insti- 
tution once where two young fellows de- 
faulted for about 61.000. Their relatives 
made good, and we took no action. Subse- 
quently both young men again went wrong, 
and for much larger amounts than their 
original stealings. I have put my foot down 
in this case and insist that the law shall 
take its course as an example to others who 
might be tempted to steal. 

Thornton gave some presents to friends, 
but these were few and cost but little. His 
favorite haunt was a Monroe street drinking 
‘Place, and on more than one occasion he is 
said to have attracted attention by spending 
money out of every pocket. 

Preliminary Hearing Tomorrow. 

The prisoners will have a preliminary 
hearing before United States Commissioner 
Foote tomorrow. Baker’s father called upon 
the authorities yesterday and received the 
watch and other belongings of his son. He 
insists that his son was duped and got but 
little of the money. Young Baker says that 
he first ‘“‘ borrowed” $50 from Thornton to 
pay a doctor bill, and later got other sums 
from him. 


Hammond Men Blame Gambling. 


Gambling resorts in East Chicago are said 
to be responsible for the downfall of Charles 
Gleason and Ward Berry, two young Ham- 
mond men. Gleason is secretary of the 
Eagies’ lodge and is $700 short in his ac- 
counts. He was arrested yesterday and 
taken to Indiana Harbor. Berry was treas- 
urer of the Hammond Retail Clerks’ union. 
He is $200 short and has been captured. Both 
ald they drank and gambled away the 
money.

Chief Collins, However, Refuses to 
Give Up .Ex-Convict Accused of 
Stealing Papers Relative to Doug 
erty Case and Who Is, Wanted for 
Robbery. in Chicago—No Doubt bat 
That He Is the Man Who Blew 
Open Library Safe. 


Peoria, III., Feb. 28.—{Special.J—At a 
lengthy’ conference tonight between Chief of 
Police: Wilson and State's Attorney Scholes 
it was decided to make an appeal to Gov. 
Deneen for immunity for Edwin 8. Tate, now 
held in Chicago on a charge of robbing a res- 
idence in that city. Of course, the Peoria 
officials wish to get hold of Tate, who robbed 
the library safe in Peoria and destroyed in- 
criminating evidence against Newton C. 
Dougherty, now im the penitentiary. State's 
Attorney Scholes says he will promise Tate 
his liberty in this county if he will confess 
who backed him in robbing the safe. . 

But the hitch is with the Chicago officials. 
Chief Colline there is more interested in 
prosecuting Tate for the Chicago robbery 
than in acceding to the demand of the Peoria 
officers to turn him over to them. 

However, a petition will be presented to the 


No Doubt as to Tate’ — Gullt. 


There is now apparently no question but 
that Tate and James Duffy did the work on 
the night of Jan. 6, when the Dougherty docu- 
ments were abstmeted. Today Chief Wil- 
son and a Chicago detective visited Meta- 
mora, a small town. nineteen miles from 
Peoria, where the two men had remained 
for two days before they pulled off the Peoria 
job. The pictures of thé two Chicago crim- 
inals were positively identified by half a 
dozen persons who gave the exact dates when 
the men were in the village. Conductor Boyd 
of the Chicago and Alton toad also identified 
the pictures and remembered carrying. both 
men in and out of Peoria and their stopping 
at Metamora. 

Chief Wilson: expects to take several of 
these persons to Chicago within a few days 
to make the identification complete. In the 
meantime, the whole affair seems to rest upon 
whether Tate can be promised his absolute 
freedom. Unless given the promise, it is 
said, he will not talk. It will be useless to 
bring him to Peorik:. 


Told Man He Blew Safe. 


Chief. Wilson has had further conferences 
today with the Chicago man who first tipped 
off the story. He says Tate told him posi- 
tively he did the job, and that he knows the 
names of at least four Peorians who were 
connected witk the affair. So far no names 
have been mentioned. 

A further sensation wamcauged today when 
the attorneys for the school board filed a suit 
for $100,000 against five prominent Peorians 
who were bondsmen of the late Mrs. Lucie 
B. Tyng, treasurer of the school board in 
the Dougherty régime. Those made defend- 
ants in the suit were Matthias Hoffman, 
Leonard F. Houghton, Oliver J. Bailey, Rich- 
ard W. Kempshall, and Benjamin F. Blos- 
som. 


Collins Will Not Give Him Up. 


Chief of Police Collins yestesday said he 
was going to keep Tate in the e y of the 
Cook county court to answer to a charge of 
burglary. The refusal of Chief Collins to 
listen to the arguments of Chief of- Police 
Wilson, of Peoria has resulted in a quarrel 
between the two police officials, Wilson re- 
turning to Peoria without the prisoner. 

It was while Tate was being sweated“ by 
Chief of Police Wilson and Detective Conick 
that he confessed he had had something 
to do with the Peoria safe blowing. In mak- 
ing this admission he gave the names of 
at least three men who are being watched by 
detectives in Peoria. 

The memuer of the board of education, who 
now is being shadowed, is cupptsed to have 
been in the library office when 1 entered, 
assisting him in every way, but making it 
appear that he had forced his way in. This 
school board man also is credited with point- 
ing out the papers that should be made way 
with. The papers then are believed to have 
been turned over to the attorney—the second 
person under surveillance. He is believed 
to be the man who paid Tate $4,000, which 
he was given for his connection with the case, 
and he is believed to still have the papers. 
The police official is thought to have assisted 
Tate in making his escape from the city 
after blowing the safe. 

If the papers can. be secured the Peoria 
police will be more than willing to give Tate 
his freedom. Such a trivial matter as a 
burglary, they believe, should not standin the 
way of bringing to justice the men who as- 
sisted Dougherty in the theft of more than 
$70,0000. But Collins and the local robbery 
stand in the way.

BIG BATCH OF. BILIS SAID TO

Between Fifteen and Twenty Firms 
Engaged in Manufacture of School 
‘and Church Furniture and as Many 
Individuals Will, It Is Said, Be 
Charged with Violation of Sherman 
“Anti-Trust” Law by the Federal 
Grand Jury.

Between fifteen and twenty firms engaged 
in the manufacture of school and church 
furniture and deske and as many indivia® 
uals are to be indicted by the federal grand 
jury, according to the report circulated just 
prior to the: adjournment to March 12 of the 
federal inquisitors last night. 

The indictments, it was said, will be re- 
turned when the jury. reconvenes, and will 
specify violations of the Sherman anti-trust 
act, the plan of.the government being to 
prosecute both corporations and individuals. 
The law provides a fine of $5,000 or imprison- 
ment for a year for each offense. 

Complaints of the operations of the alleged 
trust began to reach the federal au- 
thorities over a year ago, and Harry B. Dun- 
can, special agent of the department of jus- 
tice, was assigned to the matter. He worked 
in secret for several months and then re- 
ported his progress to the federal author- 
ities in. Washington and to District Attor- 
ney Sims. Orders were received in Chicago 
to. present the case to a federal grand jury, 
and four weeks a grand jury convened 
to consider the case. Over a hundred wit- 
nesses from many parts of the United States 
testified. 

Say Chicago Is Headquarters. 

According to the federal authorities, Chi- 
cago was chosen as the place in which to 
conduct the investigation because the asso- 
ciation of thé manufacturers believed to be 
in the combine has headquarters in Chicago. 

Frederick A. Holbrook, manufacturers’ 
agent at 151 Wabash avenue, living in Evan- 
sten, said to be chairman of the association 
of maniifacturers, 18 already under arrest 
upon a complaint signed by the agent of the 
department of justice. His prellminary ex- 
amination was set for yesterday before 
United States Commissioner Foote, but he 
was granted a continuance until March 9, 
The complaint charges him with conspiring 
with Ezra H. Stafford, president of the E. H. 
Stafford Manufacturing company, 262 Wa- 
bash avenue, and living in Wilmette, to form 
a combination in restraint of trade in church 
pews. 

When Holbrook was arrested several weeks 

ago the statement was made that Stafford 
would not be arrested immediately. 


“Gentlemen’s Agreement” Alleged. 

It is considered significant that none of the 
high officials of the American Seating com- 
pany, 90 Wabash avenue, was called before 
the grand jury, the authorities depending to 
a. great extent upon the testimony of Miss 
Julia Doyle, a confidential stenographer in 
the offices of the concern. 

The federal authorities are said to have in- 
vestigated the case for several months and 
learned. that the American Seating company 
was not the only concern involved in the al- 
leged trust. The investigation was extended 
and the officials learned that the greater pro- 
portion of manufacturers of church and 
school furniture were operating under a 
„ gentlemen's agreement through which 
the output and fleld of sales of the concerns 
in the combine were protected.

ately a far greater city commercially. 

Then there should be social and educa- 
tional laboratories and institutions of re- 
search for all the other elements of the city’s | 
welfare. The element of acquiring better 
health should be held of greatest importance 
and then the elements of wealth, education, 
beauty and the usual civic administrative 
affairs. 

Cites Example of Germany. 

Germany not many years ago was a 
comparatively poor country. Today it is rich 
largely through the institution of some such 
plan as this. Nowhere in this country is 
there a really united, single urban ambition. 
Chicago must have an urban ambition, and 
1 this is the way to acquire it. 

But the people of Chicago, and in fact 
the people of the whole country, are too con- 
tented, too satisfied. America, as a matter 
of fact, is merely copying European experi- 
ments. 

We are told that our dest results may be 
found in European text books and scientific 
tregtises. It is said all the good that Luther 
Burbank is accomplishing with his horticul- 
tural experiments was accomplished in 
Europe years ago, and that his years ot 8898 
merely have been wasted. 


City Like an Indian Village. 

“Chicago today is a large city, but not a 
great city. Pekin is a large city but not a 
great city. Chicago is only a huge camp, 
modeled after an Indian village in which 
many people make their fortune and then go 
on to New York, London, or Paris on their 
way to heaven. 

If Chicago is to be a civilized city it must 
endow all its branches of welfare with labo- 
ratories. It must work out its school prob- 
lems and not leave them to the changes which 
attend shifting school boards from admin- 
istration to administration. Above all, it 
must have an urban ambition.“

now put down. : ‘ 
These were but a part of the discoveries 
that resulted from the visit of the council 
committee on streets and «alleys south to 
Kensington yesterday to look over the right 
of way, where the “ ¢witch track was to 
have been constructed. 

They just wanted the council to O. K. the 
grab that they already had made,“ indig- 
nantly said Ald. Moynihan, as he viewed the 
newly constructed.railway. As long as'I 
can talk I will fight it. These tracks shall 
be torn up tomorrow.“ 5 


May Tear Up Tracks. 

The investigation, which may result in the 
tearing up of the newly constructed tracks, 
was the result of weeks of persistent sleuth- 
ing on the part of Ald. Moynihan. 

Several weeks ago the Kensington and 
Eastern railway” asked the privilege of 
building a temporary switch track at 
One Hundred and Thirtieth street. The 
council committee tabled the request until 
an investigation could be made. 

Meanwhile Ald, Moynihan went out on a 
still hunt and discovered that the Central 
had organized the Kensington and Eastern, 
to be constructed between the Chicago, 
Lake Shore and South Bend electric rall- 
way at Gary, South Bend, and other Indiana 
towns to the right of way Of the Illinois 
Central track. The track which the Cen- 
tral’s officials acked for as temporary 
be found was to be a part of this chain of 
tracks. 

The entire committee made the investiga- 
tion, arriving in Kensington shortly before 
noon. A short time later, at One Hundred 
and Fifteenth street, the investigators 
stumbled on to recently constructed tracks. 


Find Rails Already Laid. 

The autos followed this track, through the | 
swamps of the Calumet region to One Hun- 
dred and Thirtieth street, where the request 
for a sidetrack grant had been made. But, 
apparently, the road had grown tired of wait- 
ing and constructed the track without any 
council action. 

From this point the track was followed 
north to One Hundred and Thirty-second 
street, then east to the Calumet river, about 
five miles. At the river the suspicions of the 
aldermen regarding the Indiana lines were 
confirmed when it was discovered that piling 
was being driven for a railroad bridge. Per-

mission to build this bridge was granted to 


the railway by the government about two 
years ago, 

Further investigation on the part of the 
aldermen led them to believe that connection 
also is to be made with the Northern Indiana 
Traction company’s lines, which run to Mich- 
igan City, Laporte, and other Indiana cities, 
as well as another line which runs to Indian- 
apolis. i 

An attorney for the Illinois Central hap- 
pened to meet the automobile brigade at 
Kensington, but said that he did not know 
anything about the construction of the tracks. 
At the office of the Illinois Central it was said 
the tracks had been constructed on the un- 
derstanding that the committee has passed 
favorably on the permit. 


RESUME GUERIN INQUEST. 
WITHOUT ALLEGED SLAYER. 


Authorities Have Sufficient Evidence to 
Proceed—Mrs. McDonald’s Presenee 
Not Considered Necessary. 


A coroner's inquest over the body of Web- 
- ster Guerin, former head of the Harrison 
Art company, who was murdered in his stu- 
dio in the Omaha building on Feb. 21, will 
be held this morning at 10 o'clock at the 
Harrison street police station.

Guerin, will not be able to attend. 

1 don’t think Mrs. McDonald will be 
able to be present,” said Coroner Hoffman. 
Her presence will not be required. We 
have summoned nin@ witnesses, including the 
three tailors, Dave L. Rubinstein, Meyer 
Effron, and Abraham Wolinsky..who heard 
Mrs. McDonald say immediately~after the 
shooting that Guerin had shot himself. I 
looked over the evidence, which is in manu- 
script form. Of course it wouldn't be pos- 
sible for me to say whether it tends to prove 
suicide or murder. That will be left for the 
jury.“ 

Whether the ineanity motive will enter into 
the inquest is unset Unbless it can be 
shown that Mrs. McDonald showed signs of 
insanity before the shaoting, it probably will 
not enter into facts presented to the jury. 
The jury may return an open verdict, fixing 
the act on neither Guerin nor Mra. McDon- 
ald. 

The police say they know of an apartment 
rented by either Guerin or the woman, where, 
from time to time, they held clandestine 
meetings. The keys were turned over to the 
police by Archie Guerin, brother of the de- 
ceased, 


MYSTERY IN THE SHOOTING

Three Bullets Fired Into Cornelius

Cornelius O’Shea, 19 years old, a tea mster, 
1654 Fulton street, was shot three times last 
night by two men just as he came out of the 
saloon of G. A. Sullivan, 65 North Western 
avenue.

URGED IN REPORT 


: Indiana Commission Blames 
_ Employes for Wrecks; Ad- 
vises Change in Methods. 


PLEA FOR BLOCK SIGNAL. 


Recommends Passage of Laws to 
Safeguard the Travel- 
ing Public. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 28.—The state rail- 
road commission in its official report to the 
legisiature on the recent wrecks at Wood- 
ville, Fowler, and the explosion of a car of 
powder at Sandford, which destroyed a Big 
Four passenger train, filed late today, scores 
railroad employés for disregarding the rules. 

It also asks that railroad companies re- 
quire a more thorough knowledge of the 
rules on the part of their employés and recom- 
mendes a law compelling railroads with an 
armual gross income of $5,000 or more a mile 
to install an improved block system along 
their lines. It also is recommended that no 
telegraph operators less than 21 years of age 
be employed, and that railroads cease to 
accede to the reckless demand of the travel- 
ing public for greater speed. 

The responsibility for the Baltimore and 
Ohio wreck at Woodville is made to rest on 
the shoulders of Engineer Frank Galnour, 
who confessed shortly after the disaster to 
having disregarded the rules in operating his 
train. 

Running at Reckless Speed. 

The responsibility for the Big Four wreck 
at Fowler is fixed upon Engineer Tripp of 
the passenger train, who, the commission con- 
ténds, was running at a reckless rate of speed 
and failed to see the signal at Fowler. The 
conductor and the engineer of the freight 
are veg acs Aoi responsible. 

The commission is unable to make a spe- 
¢ific finding as to the cause of the disaster 
at Sandford, Ind., on Jan. 19, in which a car 
of powder exploded, destroying Big Four pas- 
senger train No. 8. The commission finds 
that there was no dynamite in the car, only 
Black powder, and discards all the known 
theories which have been advanced. 

The commission submitted to the legisla- 
ture along with its renort two bills for re- 
medial legislation. One bill provides that 
railroad companies shall publish printed 
rules for the control and operation of trains, 
filing a copy of them with the commission, 
and that they shall properly instruct the em- 


_ ployés in the application of the rules and ex- 


amine them every six months during the first 
eighteen months’. service and annually 
thereafter. The bill makes it unlawful for 
any railroad man engaged in the operation 


ef steam trains to become intoxicated while 


on duty or to operate the trains.centrary to 
the rules of the road. 

The other bill provides for the compulsory 
installation of improved block systems before 
July 1, 1900, on roads which have an annual 
gross income of $5,000 or more to the mile. 


Would Bar Excessive Speed. 

On the high speed of trains the commission 
says: 

It is the deliberate judgment of this com- 
Mission that the speed maintained by the 
high class trains operating in this state is 
excessive and that this excessive speed con- 
tributed largely to one of the accidents under 
investigation. We are of the opinion that the 
reckless demand of the public for this high 
and unreasonable speed should not be longer 
acceded to by the railroad companies.“ 


B. and O. Train Jumps Track. 
Connelisville, Pa., Feb. 28.—Baltimore and 
train No. 49, westbound, running 
eighteen minutes late and forty miles an 
hour, was wrecked tonight near Indian creek, 
seven miles east of here. The entire train 


consisting of a combination smoking and 


Baggage car; two day coaches, and the pri- 
wate car of Robert J. Finney, superintendent 
of the Pittsburg division of the Baltimore 
and Ohio raflroad, left the rails, and, after 
running for 200 feet along the ties, was 
thrown into a ditch at the foot of the moun- 
tine, where the wreckage was 3 
burned. 


One Killed and Many Hurt. 


The engineer was killed, the fireman fatally 
injured, and the baggagemaster, express 
conductor, and six passengers 
About thirty pas- 
sengers were more or less cut and bruised. 
There were forty-one passengers, most of 
them local, on the train, including a party 
of Baltimore*and Ohio rafiroad officials who 
Were on a tour of inspection. 

The passengers were thrown and tossed 
bout like packages. Screaming and fight- 
ing desperately, they managed to break the 
Windows of the cars and gain places of 
gafety just as all the cars became ignited 
from the engine and commenced to burn 
fiercely. Within a few moments all had got- 
ten out. 

Supt. Finney said the wreck was caused by 
some part of the engine mechanism becoming 
loosened and dropping back to the track, 
throwing the train from the rails. 


Street Car Demolishes Store. 

Pitteburg, Feb. 28.—Two persons were se- 
riously injured, several slightly hurt, a two 
Story frame building and a street car demol- 
fshed to-night when an empty street car on 
the Wylie and Bedford avenue branch of the 
Pittsburg railways company get beyond con- 
trol of the motorman on a steep grade at 
Webster avenue and Thirty-third street, 
avid, after running wild for two squares, left 
the rails, crashing into Reinecker's confec- 
tionery store in the Herron hill district of 
this city. 

The confectionery store was filled with 
‘Patrons when the car struck the building. 
All ot the injured except the motorman of 
the street car were in the store. 

A defective brake is given as the cause of 
the accident.

cash. The profit on the fifty-eight mile rail- 
road turned into the Alton for $8,000,000 was 
estimated at $1,500,000, which would bring 
the estimated profit of the syndicate up to 
$23,624,000. 


Some Union Pacific Secrets. 

Controller Mah! of the Harriman roads us 
put on the stand to identify numerous finan- 
cial statements of the Union Pacific that were 
put in by the government and other Pacific 
boards showing that Huntington got the same 
unlimited authority to borrow money and 
put up collateral as Harriman has. 

Then Attorney Kellogg read a letter frome 
Southern Pacific stockholder, apparently, and 
asked Mr. Mahl if the stockholders had re- 
ceived statements of the financial condition 
of the company for the several months prior 
to the declaration of the dividend last Au- 
gust. Harriman had testified that the stock- 
holders got regular monthly statements. Mr. 
Mahi said he believed they had not got such 
statements for some months prior to the 
dividend. 

Mahl said Union Pacific had given notes 
for the $40,000,000 of Baltimore and Cao 
stock and had put up mixed collateral. He 
said that they had also borrowed money 
since for other purposes. He was told to 
furnish a statement to the commission of all 
notes made since last July, when the reso- 
lution giving Mr. Harriman this power was 
adopted. 

Stead Will Act, if Possible. 

Springfield, III., Feb. 28.—{Special.]—The 
attention of Attorney General Stead was 
not called to the attack made upon Chicago 
and Alton bonds issued in connection with 
the Harriman syndicate deal until late to- 
night. He had been busy with some matters 
in connection with measures before the legis- 
lature regarding which he was asked for an 
opinion, and was in total ignorance of the 
Alton matter, not having read the dispatches 
from New York. 

“This matter has never been brought to 
my attention,“ he said, and I can give no 
opinion regarding it. For this reason I can- 
not say what I will do in regard to the sub- 
ject. I will, of course, take such action as 
the duties of my office require.“ 


DYNAMITE, IN STOVE TO THAW, 
WIPES OUT FAMILY OF FIVE. 


Farmen, Wife, Children, and Grand- 
father at Dinner When Explosion 
Occurs. 


Carmi, III., Feb. 28.—[Special.]—Three per- 
gons are dead and two more dying as the 
result of the attempt of Charles Tittles, a 
farmer, to thaw seventeen pounds of dyne- 
mite in the kitchen stove while his family ate 
dinner today. 

Titties a few days ago purchased thirty 
pounds of dynamite to clear away stumps on 
his farm. Today he found the explosive 


frozen and toek it into the house to thaw. | 


He had invited his father, the Rev. John 
B. Tittles, 55, a Baptist minister, to come 
over to dinner. Tittles, his wife, father, and 
two children were at the table when the 
explosion occurred. 

Titties, his father, and his wife were killed 
instantly,.and the children, Ivan and Clem, 
aged 4 and 2 years, respectively, fatally in- 
jured. Neighbors who hurried to the place 
found the bodies of the dead torn almost to 
bits. The house had been blown to atoms 
and twisted and splintered timbers hurled a 
great distance. A deep hole was dug in the 
place where the little three room cottage 
stood. 

Several sticks of frozen dynamite were 
found unharmed. It is supposed fire falling 
from the bottom of the stove set off some 
caps in the box of dynamite. A part of the 
stovepipe was found, but the great force of 
the explosion put out the fire, saving the 
victims from cremation.

Cora downstairs and remained to face Bald 
win with her oldest daughter, Mabel. The 
front door was locked. 

When Baldwin drove up Mabel called out 
of the window that they did not want to see 
him. 

“Call your mother,“ Baldwin said. “I 
have fixed things up with the state's attor- 
ney.” 

Mrs. iseman finally went to the window 
and said she did not care to talk about the 
case at all. 

Tou tried to ruin me when I wae a girl. 
You have tried to ruin my daughter. Now 
I want nothing more to do with you, Mrs. 
Eiseman is said by the children to have told 
Baldwin, ; 

But the old man, now inflamed and violent 
to the wildest pitch, refused to go away. He 
hammered away at the door continually, 
calling for Cora. 

Mabel Biseman ran to the telephone to call 
for help from neighbors. She tried to tell 
the central operator that Baldwin was there 
trying to kill them all, but she was so great- 
ly excited that she could not make the oper- 
ator understand. Finally he realized that 
there was serious trouble at the Eiseman 
home and promised to send help. 


Women Try to Run Away. 


Meantime, Mre. Eiseman took her daughter 
Cora and went out of a back door, leaving 
Mabel to parley with Baldwin through the 
window. They started down the road to seek 
a refuge at the residence of Frank Marsh, a 
quarter of a mile away. Baldwin saw them, 
however, and started in pursuit in his buggy. 
Mabel fan screaming behind. On the road 
Baldwin met Otto Flescher, a farmer, who 
was returning from a trip to a rural de- 
livery mail box down the road. Fiescher did 
not realize what was going on before his 
eyes until he met Mabel running behind, 
nearly out of breath, and gasping “‘ He will 
kill them.” 

Then Flescher joined in the chase, but it 
was too late. 

Mrs. Eiseman and Cora had almost reached 
the Marsh house when Baldwin came tearing 
up behind and leaped from his buggy, re- 
volver in hand. 


Girl Shot in Back. 


The mother turned at bay, but Cora dived 
for a hedge and tried to crawl through it. 
As she was struggling through she was 
shot in the back by Baldwin. The girl ran 
back to her mother and fell in her arms, 
bleeding from her wound. 

Baldwin came up, his face twisted with 
rage and flourishing his revolver. 

Mrs. Eiseman stepped in front of her 
daughter in an effort to protect her. Bald- 
win shot her twice through the breast and 
she fell dead. Then he killed the little girl. 

Then Baldwin walked quietly down the 
road. 

By this time Mabel Eiseman and Farmer 
Flescher came up. They had been joined 
by Wilber Spencer and his son. Mabel fell 
fainting across the bodies of her mother and 
sister, while the men went on to Gremore’s 
house, approaching cautiously, not knowing 
with what sort of a madman they had to 
deal, but Baldwin, although still armed 
with a revolver filed with cartridges, of- 
fered no resistance. He appeared dazed, 
and talked about lars.“ He insisted that 
he had not done the shooting, and wanted to 
talk of the old grand jury case. 

He was walked to the Arrowsmith station, 
on the Lake Erie and Western railroad, and 
put in a freighthouse to await the arrival of 
the sheriff from Bloomington. . 


Boy Tells of Parents Dead. 


It was not until Baldwin had been taken 
away a prisoner that little Ivan Kennedy 
told of the murder of his parents. 

The boy, who is a rosy cheeked lad, 6 years 
old, was at the Eiseman home when Bald- 
win drove up and had been placed in the cel- 
lar with Sadie Eiseman for safety. While 
Baldwin, in his insane rage, was trying to 
beat in the door, Ivan and Sadie escaped from 
the cellar and ran into the open field with- 
out being seen. 

They trudged through the field and along 
the road to the Kennedy home. The chil- 
dren saw the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Ken- 
nedy lying in blood on the floor and ran from 
the house. They went back along the road 
until they came to the spot where Mr. Eise - 
man and Cora lay dead. 

Neighbors asked little Ivan where his 
father and mother were. 

Papa and mamma gone,“ lisped the boy. 

O, no, they must be around somewhere,“ 
said the neighbors. 

No, they are gone, like that,“ said the 
child, pointing at the bodies of the two 
women. 

This was the first intimation the neighbors 
had of the full extent of Baldwin’s crime. 
They hurried to the amen home and dis- 
covered the bodies. 


Mob Begins to Form. 

When the news of the murder spread by 
telephone and message through the rural dis- 
tricts around Arrowsmith, the farmers be- 
gan to gather in at the railroad station, where 
Baldwin was held. The men who had known 
the slain women were loud in their expres- 
sion of doing something to Baldwin. 

Finally the crowd began to smash in the 
windows of the freighthouse. Deputy Sheriff 
Thompson, who had arrived and taken Bald- 
win into custody, realized his prisoner would 
be lynched unless he got him away. 

Calling one or two friends to his aid Thomp- 
son took Baldwin out of a back door and got 
him away unseen by the mob. 

Making a wide detour Thompson walked 
his prisoner through the corn fields five miles 
to Elsworth. Baldwin made no complaint 
over the long walk and gave no trouble. His 
mind did not run on the shooting, but he was 
worried about his horse and buggy and con- 
etantly asked the deputy sheriff about them. 

Once in the long walk Deputy Thompson 
asked Baldwin why he had killed the four 
persons. Baldwin only answered: 

“I did not doit. Whereis my horse? 

Thompson said Baldwin had been drinking 
heavily. 

Once in the long detour through. the corn 
fields Thompson tried to flag a train, but 
without success, and the walk was continued 
until Elisworth was reached. 

Baldwin was held at Ellsworth until the 
arrival of the guards from Bloomington. 
The prisoner reached Bloomington at 4 
o'clock. A stop was meide at the junction and 
Baldwin was brought secretly into the city 
in a cab. When it was known he was in the 
jail hundreds gathered around. veral of 
Baldwin's old friends obtained permission to 
see him. Among these was Baldwin's attor- 
ney, Mr. Gillespie. Mr. Gillespie said there 
was not a doubt the old man’s mind was gone. 
Baldwin was placed in the pen with other 
prisoners, but he was not violent. His quiet 
and dazed manner alone marked him. 


Poison in His Whisky. 

When his pockets were searched the strych- 
nine bottle was found empty. Baldwin ex- 
plained that he had poured the poison into 
the whisky, as it was a good flavoring.” 

The Eiseman and Kennedy homes were vis- 
ited by hundreds of excited farmers during 
the afternoon. A group stood around the 
scene of the double murder on the roadside. 
The bodies of Mrs. Eiseman and Cora were 
taken into the Marsh residence. Mr. Ee 
man, who was working at corn shelling on a. 
farm four miles away, arrived when it was

PREDICT EARLY SETTLEMENT 
OF BUTTE MINING TROUBLES. 


Conferences of the Representatives of 
Unions and Mine Owners Nane 
Peace. 


Butte, Mont., Feb. 28.— [Special. The out- 
look for an early settlement of the mining 
troubles in Butte is improving. Several con- 
ferences have been held by committees from 
the miners’ union, mill and smelter men’s 
union, engineers’ union, and a representative 
of the Western Federation of Miners with 
John D. Ryan, managing director of the 
Amalgamated Copper company and presi- 
dent of the Anaconda company. 

Mr. Ryan is in charge of the interests of all 
the mining companies. Some of the com- 
mitteemen predict that in a few days the 
whole trouble will be adjusted. It is ex- 
pected the miners will get $4 a day, that 
wage to continue during the present high 
price of copper, and that the wages of smell 
ter men will be equalized. In consideration 
of these concessions these two unions will 
withdraw their support from the petty unions 
of Butte who have kept the.city in unrest 
for, years by their growing demands. 

There will be no strike of mail carriers to- 
morrow. Their resignations sent to the de- 
partment at Washington some time ago have 
been temporarily withdrawn, and the car- 
riers will wait the action of congress on the 
new postal law, by which their salaries will 
be increased to $900 a year. They get little 
more than $600 now. 


MURDER ENDS SPOON IN PARK. 


Lillian Davenport Killed and Bruns- 
wick, Ga., Merchant Wounded 
in Secluded Spot. 


Brunswick, Ga., Feb. 28.—[Special. ]—Lil- 
lian Davenport, an actress, was shot and 
killed, and W. H. Brown, who was with her, 
fatally wounded in a secluded part of Wind- 
sor park in this city about 1 o’clock this 
morning. 

Brown, who is a business man here, at 
first said that the woman’s husband, R. L. 
Davenport, manager of the Majestic theater, 
did the shooting, but later said he was not 
so certain. Davenport was arrested, but de- 
nied that he did the shooting and claims that 
he can prove an alibi. The police believe 
the shooting was done by a man who had 
become fascinated with the actress and who 
had planned to elope with her. 

Davenport and his wife came here from I- 
Unois a few months ago. 


NEW TURN IN KIDNAPING CASE. 


Mrs. Dare-Rhodius, Wanted in Indian- 
apolis, Turned Over to Indiana 
Authorities, 


Meadville, Pa., Feb. 28.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Edna Dare-Rhodius, charged with kidnap- 
ing her husband from Indianapolis, had a 
hearing this afternoon before Judge Cris- 
well of Venango county. Requisition papers 
were presented and the court turned the 
woman over to the custody of Sheriff Clay, 
who left on an evening train for Indianapo- 
lis with her. Rhodius accompanied her, 
claiming she was his wife and needed pro- 
tection. The prisoner is charged with brib- 
ing a night clerk at a sanitarium near In- 
dianpolis five weeks ago, kidnaping George 
Rhodius, and fleeing to Louisville, Ky., 
where they were married. Detectives fol- 
lowed them to New York, Pittsburg, and 
later to Cambridge Springs, where they were 
arrested on Feb. 20. 


FEWER CASES FOR CORONER.

He 
told me about ‘ Kelly the Bum’ and other 
men who turned state's evidence and had 
been set free. He told me 
too, but I cannot member 
as I am not fliar wi 
kept me until 4 or 5 o’clock in the morning 
trying to make me confess. 


Would Convict Miners’ Officials. 

“McPartland told me that he wanted to 
convict Moyer, Haywood,. Pettibone, St. 
John, and Simpkins, whom he called cut- 
throats.’ If I would not help to convict them, 
he said, I would be taken back to Colorado 
and either hanged or mobbed. If I did help 
I would only be taken to Colorado as a wit- 
ness. When we parted, McPartland told me he 
was my friend. They put me back in the cell 
with Harry Orchard, who talked to me ahout 
the need of backing up his story. I was 
frightened. The next day McPartlend called 
again. I said I would do what he wanted 
me to do. He told me to think well what 
I was doing, to think of my family, and save 
myself. He said he would see that my family 
was cared for. 

“ When the confession was made, McPart- 


land led me on step by step and showed me all 


that he wanted me to say. He told me that 
what I said about the Tyler and Boule mur- 
ders was only taken with the idea of mak- 
ing a strong chain of evidence to ¢onvict the 
officers of the Western Federation of Miners. 
He wanted the names of the officers of the 
federation used as much as poseible all 
through the confession. Two or three days 
later Warden Whitney brought the confes- 
sion to me to sign.“ 


Prosecution Springs Sensation. 

Adams confirmed all the early part of the 
confession as to his family and past his- 
tory, but denied that part relating to the 
plot to kill Steunenberg and as to his life in 
the Marble creek country. | 

,A sensation was sprung by N prosecution 
late in the afternoon after . Darrow for 
the defense had announced that their case 
had been completed. Mr. Hawley of the 
prosecution requested the conserit of the de- 
fense to recall Mrs. Archie Philips and to re- 
open the case for the prosecution, saying that 
by inadvertence the witness had not been 
asked when directly examined the exact date 
of the night on which Tyler ate hie supper at 
her house immediately preceding his disap- 
pearance. 

According to the information filed against 
Adams, Tyler was murdered on Wednesday, 
Aug. 10, and had therefore eaten supper at 
the Philips house on the night of Tuesday, 


Aug. 9. After having siven her testimony | 


Mrs, Philips recalled to memory that Tyler 
had eaten supper at the Philips cabin on the 
night of Saturday, Aug. 6, and from this it 
follows that Tyler must have been murdered 
on the morning of Sunday, Aug. 7, the day 
on which Adams arrived at Mason’s cabin 
and participated in the birthday dinner. 

If Judge Woods, who has taken the matter 
under advisement until morning., decides to 
allow the prosecution to recall Mrs. Philips 
to the stand the whole tenor of the case will 
be altered and it may be shown that if Tyler 
Was murdered on Sunday morning Adams, 
Mason, and Glover, the three men implicated 
by the confession in the murder, immediately 
after the crime started for Mason’s cabin 
and arrived in time to participate in the 
birthday dinner so testified. The distance 


between the scene ot the murder and Mason's: 


cabin is about fifteen miles and Arch Philips 
testified on direct examination to hearing 
shots about 5 o’clock on the morning of the 
crime, so that good time would be given the 
defendant to reach Mason's cabin in time 
for dinner if the murder had been committed 
in the morning. The whole alibi as proved 
by the defense would fall to pieces.

BRITAIN’S NOVEL NAVAL PLAN. 


Three Battleships Will Be Built in 
1908—If Hague Conference Limits 
Armaments, Then Only Two. 


LONDON, Feb. 28.—A statement of the 
naval estimates for 1907-'08, presented to par- 
Hament tonight, makes the construction of 
battleships during the coming year depend- 
ent upon the decisions reached at the next 
peace conference at The Hague. 

Thus the new construction will, says Lord 
Tweedmouth, first lord of the admiralty, “ in- 
clude two, or unless an 333 be- 
t the naval powers reached at The 
Hague conference three large armored ves- 
sels of the Dreadnaught type.”’ 

One fast unarmored cruiser, five torpedo 
boat destroyers, twelve torpedo boats, and 
twelve submarines also are provided for. 

On April 1 there will be under construction 
five battleships, seven armored cruisers, 
eight torpedo boat destroyers, seventeen tor- 
pedo boats, and twelve submarines. 

The estimates for the year show a total re- 
G@uction of 1.000 men. The total naval esti- 
mate is $152,212,046. 

In dealing with the redjstribution of the 
fleets; Lord Tweedmouth said the fleets at 
home will continue to be combined, for war 
purposes, under the orders of Lord Charles 
Beresford, while the channel, Atlantic, and 
“home” fleets will carry out their periodic 
maneuvers together under his command. 

In conclusion Lord Tweedmouth notes the 
fact that the first cruiser squadron is going 
to Jamestown for the opening of the exposi- 
tion. 


BOMB PANIC IN MADRID CHURCH 


Explosion During Service in Cathedral 
Starts Wild Flight, in Which 
Ten Are Hurt. 


MADRID, Feb. 28.—A bomb exploded in 
the cathedral here today while a service was 
being held. There was a great panic among 
the congregation and ten persons sustained 
serious injuries in the crush to get out of the 
building.

Springfield, III., Feb. 28.—[ Special. }—-Attor- 
mey General Stead, to whom has deen re- 
ferred the 2 cent fare Dill now pending in 
the house for a decision as to its constitu- 
tionality, will advise the republican organiza- 
tion that the measure is sound in that par- 
ticular. 

This question was taised again in the re- 
publican steering committee today and 
Cicero J. Lindly, its chairman, wee in- 
structed to take the matter up with the at- 
torney general and get an opinion in writing 
which would enable the house to proceed with 
this rallroad legislation. 

Representative McRoberts of Peoria, who, 
With others, favors a more elastic measure, 
one which will adjust fteelf to the earning 
powers of the various Roads, insisted that 
something should be done instead of alow- 
. ing the legislation to remain stagnant on sec- 
ond reading where it has heen for a week. 

He insisted@that his bill with its provisions 
allowing the railroad and warehouse com- 
giission to exempt from the 2 ent provisions 
euch roads as could show that this rate ap- 
plied to them was confiscatory, was prefer- 
able to the committee bill, which is on second 
reading, but he insisted above all that the 
Organization should take some action one 
way or another. 


Want a More Elastic Law. 

The bill which Mr. Stead will pronounce 
eonstitutional is an amendment to the law 
providing that railroads shall charge just 
and reasonable fares, and that any viola- 
tion sball constitute extortion, the amend- 
ment providing that 2 cents a mile is a rea- 
sonable and just fare. 

Even. this opinion will not quiet the men 
who believe that a more elastic law should 
be enacted. Mr. McRoberts points out that 
the legislature in 1871 passed a law creating 
three classes of railroads, according to their 
earning power, and prescribing three differ- 
ent passenger rates which.might be charged. 
This law, he says, went into the courts and 
was declared constitutional although it was 
repealedtwo years later. Friends of effective 
rate regulation fear that a flat 2 cent law 
will be found to be unreasonable for some 
weak road, and for this reason will be 
knocked out by the courts. 

‘There still will be an effort made to amend 
the bill to permit a classification of the roads 
and the establishment of a graded rate in ac- 
eordance. with the earning capacity.

BILLS PRESENTED TO CARRY OUT 
BURNHAM PLANS. 


Delegation Ohaperons’ Measures at 
Springfleld Which Are Designed to 
Give Park Boards Authority to 
Carry Out Plans of Architect for 
Lake Front Scheme—Bills Relate to 
Much Discussed Program of Boule- 
vard Along the Lake. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, III., Feb. 28.—[Special. ]—Legis- 
lative measures by which it is hoped to ena- 
ble Chicago to use its natural advantages 
of water front for purposes of municipal 
beauty are now before the house for con- 
sideration. They ‘were brought down this 
morning by a delegation representing the 
Merchants’ club, north and south park 
boards, and the city law department, and 
were introduced by Representatives Shana- 
han and Troyer. 

They are designed to give the park boards 
authority to carry out the plans designed by 
Architect Burnham, to the execution of 


Merchants’ club and members of this organi- 
zation have given their hearty support. 

Four bills are required to secure this grant 
of authority, Three have been presented 
and one is yet to de introduced. 
They are drawn by Attorney George 
P. Merrick, attorney for the club, 
who was one of the delegation bringing down 
the measures. A preliminary conference was 
held with Gov. Deneen, and then the bills 
were introduced in the house. 

Authority for the issue of bonds by the 
north and south park districts for the build- 
ing of a connecting boulevard link is au- 
thority for the south park board to obtain 
title in submerged landand to negotiate with 
Le present owners of these rights, and au- 

thority to elevate the streets for boulevard 


Funk purposes 18 sought in this proposed legis- 


lation. 


Would Solve Park Problem. 


With park districte authorized to issue 
bonds for these purposes, the long vexed 
question of a connecting link between Lin- 
coln park and the South park system would 
be solved, in the opinion of the supporters 
of the bill. .One plan proposed has been to 
elevate Michigan avenue to avoid east and 
west traffic at the river, and the bill, which 
has not been introduced yet; will enable this 
to be done. 

With a connecting boulevard between the 
north and soutn systems secured, it is pro- 
posed to duplicate on the seuth side the lake 
drive, which has been bullt and is now being 
built on the north side, thus giving the outer 
shore a boulevard along the lake, both north 
and south. 

Representative Troyer introduced the bond 
bills, one authorizing park boards and the 
management of park districts to issue bonds 
to build boulevard connections with other 
park districts. This bill provides: 

That the corporate authorities of any 
public park district having control or super- 
vision of any public park or parks in any 
city or state within which other park districts 
are situated, but net connected therewith 
by any boulevard or driveway or other park 
thoroughfare, from time to time, in its discre- 
tion, may issue and sell, in addition to bonds 
now authorized by law, interest bearing 
bonds, for the purpose of obtaining such 
funds as it may deem necessary to use in co- 
operation with such city and other public 
park board in defraying the expenses of 
connecting the park or parks under its con- 
trol with other parks by means of a boule- 
vard or driveway along and over any pub- 
lic street and also by bridge or bridges over 


which President Charles D. Norton of the 


any navigable stream or river between the 
separated park districts.”’ 

This bili specifically is for the seuth park 
district, which, being a municipality, has a 
right to issue bonds. For Lincoln park bonds 
a measure in another form is required, it be- 
ing necessary to give authority to townships 
to iesue bonds, but in effect both measures 
aim at the same object and both grant aug 
thority for such bond issue, subject to vote o 
the people, no limitation being placed on 
the amounts which may be issued. 

The passage of these bills would place the 
long wanted boulevard connectton in the list 
of immediate possibilities and would give the 
city six months’ start of any probable benefit 
which it may hope to derive in this direction 
from the proposed park consolidation under 
the charter. 

The charter, having to be adopted by the 
people, cannot become effective for a year 
from next April if it succeeds in getting 
through the legislature to the satisfaction of 
ite friends, inasmuch as there is no election 
from April 2. 1907 until April 1908. 


May Ratify in 1908. 

By giving the present park districts author~ 
ity to issue bonds for this purpose it will be 
possible to have a bond issue given to voters 
for ratification in 1008, whereas even if a 
provision giving the consolidated park board 
authority to issue bonds for this purpose 
were inserted in the charter, the proposed 
bond issue could not be submitted to the 
people until the election following the epring 
election of 1908. 

The bill giving the south park board the 
right to acquire rights held by private owners 
along the lake is similar to that granted the 
Lincoln park board two years ago, the au- 
thority under which title to land along the, 
worth shore hae been acquired. 

It is possible that authority to elevate 
streets for boulevard purposes, which it has 
been intended to seek in a separate bill, will 
be considered to be fully provided in the bond 
measure which gives authority to build 
driveways “along and over any public 
streets.“ If this be the case, then this last 
measure may not be introduced. 

The delegation has been given reason to 
believe that no serious opposition will arise 
against the measures. In discussing the sit- 
uationgand its needs Mr. Wacker said: 

This proposition must be carried to com- 
pletion now or never. For twenty years agi- 
tation has been going on, and if not carried 
through now we had better lie down and quit. 
No one can question the sincerity of the 
project, and no politics is involved in the 
proposition. All the people of Chicago at 
heart are unanimous for the project.“

SAYS RATE LAWS 


ARE DANGEROUS. 


President of New Haven Road 
Sees the Possibility of a 
Revolution. 


FEARS REVENGE IS CAUSE 


Mellen Concedes Regulation Is 
Needed, but Declares It Is 
Overdone. 


Hartford, Conn., Feb. 28.—[{Special. In an 
address to Trinity college undergraduates on 
rate legislation President Mellen of the New 
Haven road tonight vigorously attacked the 
rate law as a revengeful and punitive enact- 
ment, capable, if enforced, of developing a 
revolution. He flayed the present day polit- 
ical leaders for being responsible for the de 
structive ideas prevailing. Hesaid in part: 

“I always have conceded the need for et- 
ficient regulation of the railroads. There 
should be a tribunal to redregs the wrongs— 
too much power is not to be trusted to even 
successful and admittedly able men. 

It always has seemed to me that it would 
be preferable for the corporations and the 


public that such regulation should be by the. 


general government rather than by the 
states, because of the necessity of a reason- 
able degree of uniformity. A commission at 
Washington is less likely to be affected by 
local prejudice and more likely to give judi- 
cial consideration. 


Sees Prejudice in Measure. 
What was needed, However, was regula- 
tion, not restriction; protection, not persecu- 
tion; but when the rate law was available for 
examination it was found to be revengeful 
and punitive, drawn either in ignorance or 
prejudice, with less tnought of fairness tothe 
railroads or the interest of the public than 


to concentrate tremendous power in the gen- 


eral government not necessary for the regu- 
lation or elimination of abuses, and which, if 
constitutional, gives the power to derange 
the established markets to an extent that, if 
exercised, will produce Uttle short of a revo- 
lution. 

That there has been no trouble is because 
practically nothing has been done under it; 
nev ertheless the power to cause trouble is 
there.

But in the opinion of the tax- 
Payer the desirable member of the school 
board is the man who manifests public 
spirit by the intelligent and prudent ex- 
penditure of the funds intrusted to him 
and who does not ask for extra millions 
so that he may Indulge in architectural 
or other extravagances. 

The board of education has to deal with 
educational and flnaucial questions. The 
board as at present constituted is not 
competent to deal intelhgently with either 
class of questions. It has devoted itself 
industriously to the destruction of the fine 
educational system that had been slowly 
built up under its predecessors. Under 
its régime the teaching force has been de- 
moralized, and the number of children in 
the schools has fallen off. 

Its financial management has been reck- 
less and disastrous, but, instead of show- 
ing a disposition to economize in the 
future, it asks the city council] it be al- 
lowed to spend $28,400,000. The ‘largest 
amount ever asked for by any previous 
board was $13,000,000, and the council 
= so unfavorably impressed that it cut 

ff $2,000,000. 

“The nonpartisan and public spirited 
citizens” who are asking for $23,400,000 
cannot be themselves taxpayers except on 
the most limited scale or they would un- 
derstand and sympathize with the feelings 
of the property ownérs who have to sup- 
port the schools when they hear about the 
additional burdens the board of education 
wishes to impose on them. , 

The lot of the taxpayers would be a 
hard one if there were nobody to protect 
them against this voracious board. The 
city council will stand between them and 
ft. The council will not let the board in- 
dulge its appetite, but will cut down its 
swollen estimates to reasonable propor- 
tions. It will not be unmindful of its 
duty to the taxpayers.

JUDGES DISAGREE. 

The New York Court of Appeals holds 
by a divided vote that Mr. George W. 
Perkins did not commit an indictable of- 
fense when he gave some of the money 
of the New York Life Insurance com- 
pany to be used: for political purposes. 
The decision sustains the view expressed 
at the outset by District Attorney Jerome. 
It was against his wishes that an indict- 
ment was found. 

But it was by the vote of the odd man 
that Mr. Perkins escaped trial. Four 
judges were of the opinion that the indict- 
ment was bad and three that it was good. 
All the judges believed that it was highly 
improper te give any part of the funds of 
a life insurance company to a political 
committee, but four of them unite in say- 
ing that the innecent motive of indirectly 
promoting the corporate affairs through 
the supposed advantage of the continuance 
in power of the republican administration 
purged the act of immorality and it lacked 
the criminal intent.” 

The three judges cannot see in the lack 
of criminal intent—eyerybody admits that 
there was non¢g—any justification of the 
act. They say that “ the meritorious char- 
acter of the objects to which the money 
was appropriated has no bearing upon the 
question of larceny. It is a crime 
to steal even with the intent to give away 
in charity and relieve distress.“ To the 
three judges the fact that the political 
subscription was made in the belief that 
the policy holders would be benefited by 
that use of their money is a matter of no 
consequence. 

The judges were not influenced by politi- 
cal or personal considerations. They were 
simply unable to see the law alike. With 
some the lack of criminal intent counted 
for everything and with others for noth- 
ing. Probably seven judges sitting in 
any other court would have been divided 
in opinion. 

If when the contribution was made for 
political purposes there had been a statute 
specifically forbidding such contributions 
the four judges would have agreed with 
the three that an indictable offense had 
been committed. There is such a statute 
now, and it is not likely that it will be 
violated. 


STEZL RAILWAY TIES. 

Immediately following the recent wreck 
on the Pennsylvania railroad the genera! 
manager appointed a committee of experts 
to make a careful examination of the 
track in the vicinity of the accident. 
Their confidential report recommends that 
the steel ties used in that section be re- 
placed at once by wooden ones. The train 
left the track after running 287 feet on 
the experimental steel ties, but the exam- 
ination revealed that for 1,244 feet the 
outside bolt fastenings were sheared and 
snapped off, some of the bolts being 
picked up 200 feet from the roadbed. 
The steel ties were found badly crushed. 
The experts expressed their belief that 
the damage to the track was far greater 
than would have been the case with the 
wooden ties. Their recommendation that 
the entire lot of 3,000 steel ties should be 
taken up and wooden ones substituted fs 
indorsed by the general manager. 

In making the experiment with the steel 
ties the company placed them where they 
would be subjected to the most severe 
test. They have failed to meet it. This 
ig to be regretted, because it was hoped 
that in steel the railroads would find a 
satisfactory substitute for the wooden 
ties, which are becoming increasingly dif- 
cult te obtain It was believed, also, that 
a new and important field for the use of 
steel would be developed. The Pennsyl- 
vania experience, while not absolutely 
concltisive, seems to indicate that the steel 
ties must take their piace in the rubbish 
room of the impracticable along with the 
atone ones which failed. 

The situation at present is more acute 
than ever before. The supply of white 


oak, which has been most favored, is fast 


becoming exhausted. The same thing is 
true of cejar, yellow pine, and fir. The 
price of the latter has increased 100 per 
cent In the last two years. In ten years 
ties have advanced an average of 50 per 
cent. At the same time the future of 
railroad building is a great one, thousands 
of square miles of land being yet unsettled

FREIGHT BY TROLLEY. 

The movement among those connected 
with the electric railways of Illinois and 
other states to secure the privilege of Car- 
rying freight, where such a provision has 
not already been granted, is one which is 
attracting considerable attention. At first 
thought it might be counted as another 
menace to the prosperity of the steam 
railroads, 

In the case of passenger business the ac- 
cepted opifiion of the informed seems to be 
that the electric roads have in many in- 
stances cut into the business of the steam 
roads to a notable degree, but it ts be- 
lieved that the general custom of carrying 
freight by trolley lines will not diminish 
the volume of business of the steam roads. 
The real sufferers will not be the railroads 
but the teamsters, and a little thought 
shows that there will be a great gain to 
others. The saving to the farmer in the 
long hauls of his produce from the farm 
to the railroad depot will be materia) if a 
new freight carrier brings the desired 
goods to his door or relieves him of the 
necessity of taking his produce several 
miles to the ordinary place of shipment. 

The large city will gain by the opening 
of new lines in contributing territory. The 
increased facilities for shipment of the 
milk and garden and orchard products will 
be of great value. As population increases 
and the network of trolley lines becomes 
more intricate there is every reason to be- 
lieve that it will be with no loss to the 
business or the profits of the steam roads. 
The chances are that it will bring de- 
cided gain to all concerned. 

Incidentally it is worth noting that the 
conditions of rural life are being greatly 
improved by the electric railroads. The 
farmer who owns his place, has his mail 
brought to his door by rural delivery, bas 
a telephone in his house, and lives near 
the line of a trolley leads a far different 
life than one of the olden time who lived 
an isolated existence, finding little social 
enjoyment except as he “ went to town” 
at the end of the week. If now the long 
hauls over indifferent roads may be re- 
duced in number he will be still more the 
gainer.

Unfortunately, the shah was lamentably 
deficient in that virtue of punctuality which 
is inappropriately described as the polite- 
ness of kings, and he came down to the 
stables late, with the result that the prize 
fight overlapped an appointment which had 
been made fer the late Lord Shaftesbury, 
the archbishops of Canterbury and of York, 
and a delegation of bishops, to plead before 
him the cause of the Christian missions in 
the land of Iran. They came at the ap- 
pointed hour, and were conducted by of- 
ficiale unaware of what was in progress at 
the royal stables to the shah's presence 
there. The prelates, horror struck by he 
spectacle presented to their pious eyes, re- 
treated precipitately, followed by old Lord 
Shaftesbury, not before he had given vent to 
his indignation In a loud tone of voice, and 
protesting that he would denounce “ the hor- 
rid scandal all over the kingdom.” It was 
only with the utmoet difficulty that he was 
eventually appeased. It did not, however, 
interfere with the enjoyment of the shah, 
who could not be brought to understand the 
objection of his visitors to a spectacle which 
he considered so delectable. In fact he could 
never understand weetern squeamishness, 
and was disposed to regard it as an unin- 
telligible discourtesy when the English au- 
thorities refused to hang a man just in order 
to show him how the gallows worked and 
the trapdoor was sprung.

In conclusion he advocated teach- 
ing sociology to high school teachers.

“The study of sociology by high school 
teachers would bring with ft the solution of 
a large number of problems now facing sec- 
ondary schools, he said. As an example, 
let me say that the vexious fraternity ques- 
tion would not now be agitating high school 
teachers all over the country had they re- 
ceived training in sociology. With an un- 
derstanding of sociology, the high school 
teachers would have seen the need for or- 
ganizations among boys and girls of high 
school age.

Cooley declared that in their zeal to 
prodice wise men educators and school 
boards should not forget that one of the 
chief functions of the public school should 
be to give te a child increased capacity for 
making a living. Supt. Cooley announced 
himself as unequivocally in favor of a public 
school curriculum which considers narrowly 
the question of making a living. 

“No education is complete,” he said, 
“ which does not increase the capacity of the 
child to make a living after his school days 
are over. Some of the older ideas must give 
way to this new idea, this humanistic idea; 
ef education.”

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UNITED STATES SENATE OF AURORA. III. 
GOES AFTER REED SMOOT AND BAILEY.| 


Resolutions Urging Expulsion of These Members, Also Platt and Depew | 
First to Be Presented at That August Body. “| 


Aurora, III., Feb. 28.—[Special.}—The new- 
ly organized United States senate of Aurora 
convened tonight under State Senator O. F. 
Berry. 

All members of the upper house were pres- 
ent. Among the measures presented were 
bills aiming at expulsion of Senators Reed 


Smoot of Utah, Bailey of Texas, and Platt 


and Depew of New York. 

All the noted men of the senate were un- 
able to take the floor tonight, but speeches 
and bills were delivered by several of the 
most prominent, among them F. B. Colliver, 
who originated the United States senate of 
Aurora. The Rev. George Schorb was elect- 
ed chaplain and opened the session with 
prayer. Mr. Colliver followed with the 
opening address and introduced Senator 
Berry, saying: It th do not do things 
right in Washington, li fix them here at 
Aurora.” He introduced Senator Berry as 
the next governor of Illinois. 

— 
Want & Lower House Next. 

Mr. Berry urged the organization, of a lower 
house and commended the Aurora organi- 
zation. He sald it was the well known 
modesty of Kane county that prevented the 
organization of the Illinois state senate over 
that of the larger body. He said no one in 
Aurora could break into the Illinois state 
senate as long as Senator Evans was there. 
He described the details and workings of the 
senate and then called for the election of 
officers. 

Senator Beveridge of Indiana (State's Ai- 
torney Reid) placed in nomination the name 
of Senator Morgan of Alabama (George W. 
Alshuler) for president pro tem. Senator 
Morgan declined, giving his reasons as ad- 
vanced age. Senator Curtis of Kansas (At- 
torney Hoover) placed in nomination the 
name of Senator Spooner (P. G. Lincoln), who 
declined owing to extensive railway affairs, 
which he claimed required his attention. 
Senator Tillman of South Carolina (George

OBJECTS TO LONG MEETINGS. 


Merchants’ Association of Louisville 
Wants Racetracks to Hold Ten to 
Fifteen Day Sessions. 


Louisvilie, Ky., Feb. 28.—[{Speciah }—* We are 
not opposed to racing in moderation, say ten 
or fifteen days each spring and fall, but most cer- 
tainly feel that the time set (thirty days) is entirely 
too long. 

This is the burden of a protest which has been 
gent by the Louisville Retail Merchants’ associa- 
tion to the state racing commission, protesting 
against the plan to have a total of two months of 
racing at local tracks the coming spring and fall.

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INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | 


The sale of 25,000 bu No. 1 northern spring 


wheat was reported yesterday to go all rail 
to the east on Boston rate, equaling 96e % laid 
Gown at point of destination, or at the same 
price it is quoted at in London. The price 
paid was equivalent to 5c over Chicago May. 
No. 2 hard wheat on track was relatively 
about e easier, 8c under May being bid and 
2%c asked. No. 2 red was quoted nominally 
about Sc under May in store and No. 2 hard 
about Se under. The sale of 50,000 bu Mani- 
toba wheat was neported late Wednesday 
night for eastern shipment at opening of 
navigation. Outside markets were relatively 
steady, but trade at all points was slow. 
Millers at Minneapolis are practically out of 
the market for all wheat except that in cars, 
which is sent east. Loca! export bids were 
few and far between and about \c lower than 
the previous day, but New York wired that 
bids were steady. Cash corn here was un- 
changed and oats unchanged to e higher. 
The eastern corn demand was slow, com- 
paratively. A good-demand for oats was re- 
ported. Local sales were 90,000 bu; includ- 
ing 50,000 bu Manitoba late Wednesday; 80,- 
000 bu corn, and 200,000 bu oats. Export 
sales were 288.000 bu wheat. including 80,000 
bu No. 1 northern, 100,000 bu macaroni, and 
48,000 bu No. 2 red. Corn sales were 42,000 bu. 


Storage room for grain in both local public 
and private houses will soon be at a premi- 
um, according to cash men here. There is 
said to be little available room left in local 
houses, as more than the usual amount of 
space is required for handling the grain al- 
ready in store. As a result, elevator people 
are understood to be refusing to buy any 
more grain to arrive until the car situation 
loosens up and they can obtain cars for out 
shipment. Considerable concern is Being ex- 
pressed, moreover, in regard to the corn now 
on track in Chicago railroad yards. The 
corn is, for the most part, wet, and it is 
feared that any warm turn in the weather 
would miake it necessary to unload a large 
proportion of this grain and put it in houses 
where it could be dried. This would entail 
the use of more room in the elevators than 
would be readily available. The lack of 
transportation facilities is consequently as- 
suming’ more serious proportions than ever, 
as the possible injury resulting from a term 
of mild weather would be hard to estimate. 
Kansas City elevators are said to be in about 
the tame fix as local houses. The wheat in 
store at both places, while of excellent qual- 
ity, has had to be handled often on account 
of the generally mild weather. 

“While the domestic situation in wheat is 
bearish on the face of it, it ms as though 
the price had about discounted all of the fac- 
tors which have been against the market,” 
said W. P. Mackenzie of Love & Co. The 
action of the market recently would indicate 
that there had been a shifting of the big lines 
of wheat. However, this should impair the 
intrinsic strength of the market. If the 
wheat transferred has been hedged it cer- 
tainly should not weaken the market posi- 
tian, and if the recent heavy selling repre- 
sented short selling the situation is stronger 
than before. It does not look like good policy 
to sell wheat short at these prices. There will 
be almost-certainly crop scares in the next 


exert more sentimental influence on the mar- 
ket than’ these. September wheat should be 
in a good position to benefit by any accidents 
to either the winter or spring cropsin this 
country, and in the event of large sales 
abroad the larger clearances in the next few 
months would also affect it favorably. 
There is no carrying charge on this option, 
and there is already a considerable short in- 
terest in it. Moreover, if there should be an 
increase in the acreage of durum wheat it 
would no doubt help this option.“ 


Gifford, Skillen, Pringle, Brosseau, and 
Bartlett-Frazler were early sellers of May 
wheat, and there was moderate selling of 
July by Logan-Bryan and Shearson-Ham- 
mill.

“The growing winter wheat in Ohio, In- 
diana, and Illinois is looking brown, but the 
situation 1s net decidedly discouraging,” 
gaid the Price Current.
